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GOVERNOR. 

Hon.  Samuel  W.  IIalk  of  Keene  was  born  in  Fitcliburg,  Mass.,  and  is  60 
years  of  age.  His  early  life  was  spent  on  his  father's  farm,  and  he  was  educated 
in  the  district  school  and  at  Fitchburg  academy.  He  removed  to  Dublin.  X.  H., 
in  1845,  where  he  resided  14  years  ancl  there  married,  and  has  a  son  and  a  daughter. 
In  18')9,  he  removed  to  Keene  where  he  has  since  resided.  He  early  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  chairs  at  Keene,  in  which  he  has  been  engaged  till  the  present 
time.  He  is  also  largely  interested  in  dealings  in  shoe  pegs,  and  in  a  furniture 
manufactory  at  Keene  and  a  woolen  factory  at  Lebanon,  recently  purchased.  He 
is  largely  interested  in  the  Manchester  &  Keene  and  Point  Shirley  railroads,  and 
owns  large  farms  in  Keene  and  at  Newbury,  Vt.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Congrega- 
tionalist  church  and  the  Masonic  order.  AVas  a  member  of  the  house  in  1806 
and  77  and  of  the  council  in  1870  and  71,  and  delegate  to  the  National  Republican 
Convention  in  1880.     Formerly  member  of  the  anti-slavery  party. 
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COUNCIL. 

District  No.  1  —  Amos  C.  Chase,  Kingston.  Republican.  Congregationalist,  car- 
riage manufacturer,  married;  age,  4'J.  Born  in  Kingston,  educated  there,  and  has 
always  resided  there.  Was  early  taught  to  work,  and  as  soon  as  he  was  large  enough 
to  stand  on  a  box  and  shave  a  spoke  he  was  put  to  that  labor,  and  ever  since  then 
his  life  has  been  one  of  activity.  Worked  on  the  farm  with  an  older  brother  till 
he  was  15,  and  then  learned  the  carriage-painter's  trade.  Was  given  his  time  at 
20,  and  the  next  year  went  into  business  for  himself  and  for  the  next  five  years  laid 
up  $500  per  year.  Then  combined  carriage-making  with  his  business  and  increased 
it  till  he  manufactured  30  per  year.  In  1S67  gave  up  the  painting,  and  has  devoted 
himself  exclusively  to  the  manufacture  since,  and  the  business  has  become  the  lead- 
ing manufacture  of  Kingston,  and  recognized  throughout  the  country.  His  name 
is  a  guarantee  of  good  work,  and  dealers  always  become  regular  customers.  He 
has  secured  a  competency,  all  by  his  own  exertions.  Has  three  brotiiers  living  in 
the  West.  Served  as  president  of  Kingston  Academy  several  years,  and  ti'ustee 
15  years,  also  several  years  on  state  central  committee.  Member  of  F.  &  A. 
Masons,  member  of  the  house  in  1877,  and  senate  in  1881.     Always  a  Republican. 

District  No.  2— Grovenor  A.  Curtice,  Hopkinton,  P.  O.,  Contoocook.  Re- 
publican, no  religious  preference  stated,  merchant,  married;  age,  40.  Born  in 
Lempster,  and  has  resided  in  Windsor  and  Hopkinton.  Educated  in  the  common 
schools,  and  at  Henniker  and  Hopkinton  academies.  Worked  on  a  farm  summers 
and  taught  school  winters  till  21  years  of  age.  Kntered  the  army  as  a  private  in 
the  7th  N.  H.  Vols.,  was  promoted  to  captain,  and  served  till  close  of  the  war.  Is 
a  n  ember  of  G.  A.  R.,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  a  Knight  Templar.  Served  as  postmaster, 
town  clerk,  and  treasurer,  member  of  the  house  in  1875  and  77 ;  of  the  senate  ia 
1881.  In  the  house  served  on  committee  on  military  affairs  ;  in  the  senate,  on  the 
judiciary,  and  chairman  of  engrossing  committee.     Always  a  Republican. 

District  No.  3  —  John  A.  Spalding,  Nashua.  Republican.  Liberal,  cashier  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Nashua  for  the  past  20  years,  previously  in  mercantile 
business  at  same  place  for  six  years,  married  ;  age,  46.  Born  in  Wilton,  resided 
six  years  in  Lawrence  previous  to  removing  to  Nashua.  Formerly  a  director  in 
the  Concord  Railroad;  at  present  director  in  Wilton  road.  Member  of  the  house  in 
1865  and  66;  of  the  senate  in  1878.    Was  a  Garfield  elector.    Always  a  Republican. 

District  No.  4  —  David  Harvey  Goodell,  Antrim.  Republican,  Baptist* 
farmer  and  manufacturer,  married ;  age,  48.  Born  in  Hillsborough,  removed  to  An- 
trim when  about  7  years  of  age,  where  he  has  since  resided.  Educated  at  Hancock, 
New  Hampton.  Francestown,  and  a  year  and  a  half  at  Brown  University.  Is  prin- 
cipal member  of  the  Goodell  Manufacturing  Co.,  which  does  a  flourishing  business; 
also  conducts  a  fine  farm  upon  improved  methods.  Has  served  as  member  of  the 
board  of  agriculture,  and  takes  a  deep  interest  in  every  thing  tending  to  improve 
the  farmer's  calling  or  condition.  Member  of  the  house  in  1876-77-78.  Was  a 
Democrat  prior  to  1861.  He  is  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  strong  men  of  the  state 
for  whom  high  honors  are  in  reserve. 

District  No.  5  —  David  M,  Aldricii,  Whitefield.  Democrat,  no  religious  pref- 
erence, lumberman,  married;  age,  47.  Born  in  Whitefield  and  educated  there. 
Learned  the  shoe  business  in  Narick,  Mass..  when  a  young  man.  and  worked  at  it  a 
•while.  Has  dealt  largely  in  lumber  and  timber  lots  for  several  years.  Has  held 
various  town  offices,  moderator  about  a  dozen  times,  selectman  4  years,  school  com- 
mittee 3  years,  etc.  Was  a  member  of  the  house  in  1863  and  again  in  1864.  Was 
always  a  Democrat.

SEINTATE. 

The  Senate  is  composed  of  twenty-four  members,  viz. :  Republicans,  17,  Dem- 
ocrats, 7 :  total,  24. 

The  oldest  member  of  the  senate  is  the  Hon.  Israel  Dow  of  Amoskeag  District, 
Manchester,  who  is  68;  the  youngest  member  is  the  Hon.  Henry  Robinson  of 
Concord,  who  is  30.  Six  of  the  members  are  between  80  and  40  years  of  age; 
eight  between  40  and  50:  eight  between  50  and  60;  and  two  between  60  and  70. 
The  members  are  all  natives  of  the  state  except  three,  two  having  been  born  in 
Vermoijt  and  one  in  Maine.  Two  are  graduates  of  colleges;  nine  received  an 
academic  education;  one  graduated  from  a  commercial  college;  one,  from  a  high 
school;  and  eleven  had  the  advantages  afforded  by  the  district  schools  of  the  state. 
Thirteen  have  been  members  of  the  house,  one  of  the  senate,  two  of  both  branches, 
and  eight  have  never  had  legislative  experience. 

Four  are  Universalists;  three  Baptists:  three  Congregationalists;  two  Episco- 
palians; two  Methodists:  two  Unitarians:  two  Liberals;  and  one  each  Free 
Baptist,  Free  and  Easy,  and  Presbyterian ;  and  three  who  decline  to  state  their 
preference  in  religion,  if  they  have  any.  Twenty-three  of  the  senators  have  been 
married,  and  one  is  single. 

The  profession  or  occupation  of  members  is  as  follows:  lawyers,  5;  manufac- 
turers, 5 ;  merchants,  4;  farmers,  2 ;  farmers  and  merchants,  2;  and  one  each,  edi- 
tor, farjner  and  butcher,  lawyer  and  bank  cashier,  mechanic,  and  merchant. 


Amsdex,  Charles  H.,  Fisherville,  Merrimack  District,  .\o.  9.  Democrat,  Bap- 
tist, manufacturer,  married:  age,  35.  Born  at  Fisherville,  and  has  always  resided 
there.  Educated  in  the  common  schools  and  at  Appleton  Academy,  New  Ipswich. 
Carries  on  the  manufacture  of  furniture  alone,  and  is  in  company  with  -John  Whit- 
aker  in  the  lumber  business,  under  the  name  and  style  of  J.  Whitaker  ct  Co.;  is 
director  in  Concord  Axle  Company  and  Mechanicks'  National  Bank,  Concord.  Is 
largely  interested  in  the  prosperity  of  his  native  place.  Has  never  sought  oflBce; 
but  ran  largely  ahead  of  his  ticket,  and  represents  a  district  of  opposite  politics  to 
his  own,  by  receiving  the  support  of  many  Republicans.  Has  served  as  alderman 
from  Ward  1,  Concord  (Fisherville).  and  was  always  a  Democrat. 

"Bartlett,  Charles  II.,  Manchester,  Manchester  District,  No.  18.  Republican, 
in  religious  views  mildly  orthodox,  with  liberal  variations,  lawyer,  married;  age,  49. 
Born  in  Sunapee  and  resided  in  Wentworth  from  1858  to  1863,  and  since  then  in 
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Manchester.  Educated  at  Washington  and  New  London.  So  far  as  other  inter- 
estino-  facts  in  his  life,  our  record  is  '"  blank,  blank,  blank  as  Sahara's  sands,"  and 
to  this,  perliaps,  may  be  attributed  the  fact  that  he  carried  his  district  by  470  major- 
ity, though  "  Put "  and  the  postmaster  assign  altogether  different  reasons.  He  has 
had  a  large  and  successful  practice  and  maintains  a  branch  office  in  Concord.  He 
has  served  as  clerk  of  the  senate,  mayor  of  Manchestei',  clerk  of  the  U.  S.  district 
court  and  U.  S.  comnaissioner.  Was  a  member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention 
in  187G.     He  was  always  a  Republican. 

Bingham,  Hakuy,  Littleton,  Grafton  District,  No.  2.  Democrat.  Episcopal 
preference,  lawyer,  single;  age,  (j2.  Born  in  Concord,  Vt.,  and  has  resided  in  Lit- 
tleton since  184G.  Educated  in  the  common  schools,  the  VVaterford  (Vt.)  High 
School,  Lyndon  (  Vt.)  Academy,  and  Dartmouth  College  class  of  '43.  Read  law  with 
Hon.  Harry  Hibbard  at  Bath,  teaching  school  winters,  as  he  had  done  previous  to 
and  during  his  course  at  college;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  May,  1840,  and  be- 
gan practice  at  Littleton  in  September  of  that  year.  He  has  one  of  the  largest 
and  most  important  practices,  and  is  conceded  to  be  the  leading  lawyer  in  the 
state.  Was  elected  to  the  house  in  18G1,  and  has  served  for  eighteen  years,  the 
longest  service  of  any  person  in  the  state,  being  continuous  for  22  years,  excepting 
the  years  1866-G7,  69-70.  He  has  been  once  the  candidate  of  his  party  for 
speaker,  twice  for  Congress,  and  three  times  for  the  U.  S.  Senate.  He  was  always 
a  Democrat. 

CuMMiNGS,  (irKOKGE  W.,  Fraucestown,  Peterborough  District,  No.  15.  Republi- 
can, cashier  of  i'irst  National  Bank  of  Francestown,  married;  age  39.  Born  in 
Nelson.  Educated  at  Appleton  Academy,  New  Ipswich.  Learned  the  printing 
business  in  the  New  Hampshire  Sentinel  office  at  Keene.  Served  in  the  1st  New 
Hampshire  Cavalry,  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  as  second  lieutenant.  In  1866 
formed  a  partnership  \vith  his  brother,  John  A.  Cummings  (afterwards  mayor  of 
Somerville,  Mass.),  and  carried  on  the  printers'  and  stationers'  business  in  Bo.ston 
till  the  spring  of  1873.  Has  resided  in  this  state  since  then.  Has  held  various 
town  offices.  Member  of  the  senate  in  1881,  serving  as  chairman  of  committee  on 
banks,  and  member  of  committees  on  education,  and  engrossed  bills. 

Davis,  George  G.,  Marlborough,  Cheshire  District,  No.  14.  Republican,  Con- 
gregationalist,  merchant,  married;  age,  40.  Born  in  Roxbury  and  has  resided  in 
Marlborough  over  twenty  years.  Educated  in  the  common  schools,  served  in  the 
2d  N.  H.  Vols.,  wounded  at  battle  of  Williamsburg,  May,  1862,  and  discharged  in 
September  following.  Engaged  in  the  box  and  toy  business  in  Marlborough  from 
1863  till  1870  and  since  then  has  kept  a  country  store.  Served  as  town  clerk  and 
treasurer  the  past  8  years.     Member  of  the  house  in  1870  and  81. 

DiNSMOOR,  Daniel  Stark,  Laconia,  Laconia  District,  No.  5.  liepublican,  Uni- 
tarian, lawyer  and  bank  cashier,  married;  age,  45.  Born  at  Laconia.  Educated  at 
Gliford  Academy  and  New  London  i^iterary  and  Scientific  Institution,  class  of  '60. 
Read  law  with  Geo.  W.  Stevens  and  ().  A.  J.  Vaughan,  and  admitted  to  practice 
in  1864.  Cho.sen  casliier  of  Laconia  National  Bank  in  1865,  and  has  held  the 
position  since.  Member  of  the  Governor's  staff  in  1875  and  76.  Served  as  county 
treasurer  and  register  of  probate,  member  of  the  house  in  1875.  Always  a  Repub- 
lican . 

DiNSMORE,  Thomas,  Alstead,  Hillsborough  District,  No.  8.  Democrat,  LTniver- 
salist.  merchant  in  Boston,  married;  age,  58.  Born  in  Alstead,  and  has  resided 
principally  in  Jioston  since  1848.  Educated  at  the  Alstead  red  school-house. 
Has  held  several  offices  in  the  Boston  city  government,  and  has  always  been  a 
Democrat. 

Dow,  IsR.\Ei.,  Manchester,  Amoskeag  District,  No.  10.  Republican,  Baptist 
preference,  master-mechanic  and  mill-wright  at  Amoskeag  mills,  married;  age,  68. 
Born  in  Salisbury,  and  has  resided  in  Manchester  40  years.  The  advantages  of 
oV)taining  more  than  a  common-school  education  were  denied  him;  but  by  his  own 
efforts  he  early  secured  the  knowledge  necessary  to  place  him  at  the  head  of  his 
business,  and  for  30  j'ears  he  has  been  one  of  the  most  thorough  and  reliable 
mechanics  in  Manchester,  having  many  men  and  important  trusts  in  charge.  He 
has  held  various  offices  in  the  city  government,  and  from  1860  to  1867  was  a  mem- 
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ber  of  the  board  of  engineers,  and  the  efficient  chief,  two  or  more,  was  member  of 
the  house  in  1858  and  59.     A  Republican  since  the  organization  of  the  party. 

Drew,  Irving  AV.,  Lancaster,  Coos  District,  No.  1.  Democrat,  Liberal  in  reli- 
gious matters,  lawyer,  married;  age,  36.  Born  in  Colebrook,  and  has  resided  there, 
at  Stewartstown  and  Lancaster.  Educated  at  Kimball  Union  Academy,  Plainfield, 
and  Dartmouth  College.  Is  a  very  successful  practitioner  of  law,  and  has  had  the 
conduct  of  many  important  causes.  Is  a  member  of  "  Gideon's  band,"  —  a  local 
musical  organization  for  mental  and  social  improvement,  —  which  furnishes  fine 
vocal  entertainments,  gratis,  at  the  state  capital  during  legislative  sessions.  Is 
associated  in  business,  as  partner,  with  Congressman  Ossian  Kay  and  ex-Speaker 
Jordan.  Has  always  been  a  Democrat,  and  is  one  of  the  party  leaders  in  the 
state. 

FoLSOM,  Charles  W.,  Rochester,  Somersworth  District,  No.  12.  Republican, 
Free  Baptist,  printer,  publisher  and  editor  of  the  Rochester  Courier,  married ;  age, 
40.  Born  in  Tamworth  and  has  lived  in  Rochester  since  he  was  one  year  old. 
Educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Rochester,  at  the  academy  at  West  Lebanon,  Me., 
and  in  a  printing-office.  Was  formerly  a  shoemaker,  sailor,  country  schoolmaster, 
and  a  "handy  cuss"  to  have  around,  generally.  Was  one  year  in  the  navy, 
during  "  the  late  unpleasantness,"  and  was  on  board  the  U.  S.  sloop  of  war  San 
Jacinto  when  it  was  wrecked.  For  the  past  17  years  has  owned  the  Rochester 
Courier  ofiice,  and  has  built  it  up,  and  made  a  fine  success  of  it  financiallf .  As  a 
writer,  he  is  full  of  geniality  and  fun,  and  ran  largely  ahead  of  his  ticket  iu  his 
own  town.  Thinks  he  can  catch  more  fish  than  President  Arthur  and  Wm.  A. 
Wheeler  combined.  Was  a  member  of  the  house  in  1873  and  74,  Was  born  of 
Abolition  parents,  and  has  always  believed  in  universal  freedom  for  all  classes; 
but  has  had  no  particular  political  aspirations. 

French,  Francis  T.,  East  Kingston.  Rockingham  District.  No.  21.  Republi- 
can, Universalist,  farmer  and  butcher,  married;  age,  47.  Born  in  East  Kingston, 
educated  there,  and  has  always  resided  there.  Has  held  the  offices  of  town  clerk 
and  selectman.     Member  of  the  house  in  1865  and  79.     Always  a  Republican, 

Haley,  Levi  T.,  Wolfeborough,  Winnipiseogee  District,  No.  6.  Democrat,  uo 
religious  preference  stated,  farmer  and  merchant,  married;  age,  44.  Born  in  Tuf- 
tonborough  and  educated  in  the  common  schools.  Held  the  office  of  deputy  sheriff 
in  1871;  appointed  sheriff  by  Gov.  Weston  in  1874;  elected  sheriff  in  1878,  and 
re-elected  in  1880.     Has  always  been  a  Democrat. 

Hall,  Lafayette,  Newmarket,  Newmarket  District,  No.  22.  Democrat  all  of 
the  time,  free  and  easy  in  religious  prefei-ence,  manufacturer  of  railroad  supplies, 
married;  age,  57.

Taught  school  several  winters  and  became  a  suc- 
cessful trader  in  cattle  and  a  merchant  in  the  products  of  the  soil,  purchasing 
largely  of  cattle,  sheep,  poultry,  and  wool  for  the  Boston  markets.  He  has  been  a 
director  of  the  Claremont  National  Bank  for  17  years,  and  an  officer  of  various 
agricultural  societies,  county  commissioner  in  1859,  60,  and  61,  provost  marshal  3d 
N.  H.  District  in  1863,  64,  and  65,  collector  of  internal  revenue  in  1866,  member  of 
the  house  in  1862  and  63,  member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  in  1876.

Read  law  with  Hon.  John  M.  Shirley  of  Andover;  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1870,  at  the  age  of  21,  and  has  practiced  in  Pittsfield  since,  establishing  a  large 
business.  Captain  of  Weston  Guards,  Co.  D.,  3d  Regt.  X.  H.  N.  G.  Has  here- 
tofore declined  public  oflBce  and  has  taken  an  active  part  in  promoting  the  manu- 
facturing industries  of  his  adopted  town.     Always  a  Democrat. 

WiLLARD,  David  E.,  Orford,  Lebanon  District,  No.  3.  Republican,  Congrega- 
tionalist,  merchant,  married;  age,  54.

HOUSE. 

The  House  of  Representatives  is  compo.sed  of  312  members;  10  more  might 
have  been  elected.  The  political  complexion  is  as  follows:  Republicans,  193; 
Democrats,  1 1 G  ;  Greenbackers,  2;  Independents,!;  total,  312. 

We  are  without  returns  from  23  members,  though  each  of  them  was  sent  five 
invitations  to  be  re^x)rted ;  but  they  failed  to  respond,  through  either  carelessness, 
indifference,  because  they  couldn't  write,  were  ashamed  to  report  themselves,  don't- 
careativeness,  general  cussedness,  or  some  other  reason  unknown  to  the  editor. 
We  have,  however,  the  names,  residences,  and  politics  of  the  delinquents,  and  they 
are  given  in  their  proper  alphabetical  order  in  these  sketches. 

From  our  returns  we  learn  the  following  facts:  The  oldest  member  is  Joseph 
W.  Hill  of  Springfield,  who  is  77;  Hiram  A.  Day  of  Cornish  is  75;  and  Rev. 
Lucian  Hayden  of  Duubarton  is  74.  The  youngest  member  is  Daniel  F.  Shea  of 
Manchester,  who  is  24,  born  November  10,  1858 ;  David  Arthur  Taggart  of  Golfs- 
town  comes  next,  25,  born  January  30,  1858;  Peter  Burke  of  Dover  is  25,  born 
December  23,  1857;  and  there  are  fifteen  members  who  are  between  20  and  30; 
eighty-one  between  30  and  40;  eighty  between  40  and  50;  seventy-one  between  50 
and  00;  thirty-three  between  60  and  70;  and  eight  who  are  over  70  years  of  age. 
All  but  forty-three  were  born  in  the  state,  and  l;)4  were  born  in  the  towns  which 
they  represent.  Of  those  born  out  of  the  .state,  twelve  were  born  in  Massachu- 
setts, eleven  in  Maine,  six  in  Vermont,  five  in  England,  two  in  Ireland,  two  in 
New  York,  and  one  each  in  Connecticut,  Mississippi,  Ohio,  Scotland,  and  Wales. 
Forty-six  have  had  previous  legislative  experience.  Twenty-nine  received  a  colle- 
giate education,  fifty-seven  an  academic  course,  and  the  remainder  were  educated 
in  the  common,  private,  and  high  schools  of  the  state.  There  are  forty-seven  single 
men  in  the  house;  but  seven  of  them  have  been  married  and  lost  their  wives. 

In  religious  belief  or  preference,  there  are  fifty-six  Congregationalists,  thirty- 
seven  Universalists,  twenty-six  Baptists,  twenty-six  Methodists,  seventeen  Unita- 
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rians,  fourteen  Episcopalians,  twelve  Free  Baptists,  twelve  "  Liberals,"  nine  Cath- 
olics, five  "  PTotestants,"  four  Adventists,  four  Friends,  three  Christians,  one 
Presbyterian,  and  sixty-two  who  haven't  any  sort  of  religious  preference. 

By  profession  or  occupation,  there  are  ninety-one  farmers,  fifty-one  merchants, 
twenty-three  manufacturers,  seventeen  lawyers,  nine  machinists,  eight  carpenters, 
five  farmers  and  lumbermen,  four  blacksmiths,  four  foremen,  four  millers,  four 
physicians,  three  apothecaries,  three  expressmen,  two  bank-tellers,  two  builders, 
two  clergymen,  two  clerks,  two  contractors,  two  farmers  and  merchants,  two  farmers 
and  school-teachers,  two  farmers  and  hotel-keepers,  two  insurance  agents,  two  lum- 
bermen, two  masons,  two  manufacturers  and  lumbermen,  two  painters,  two  stable- 
keepers,  two  superintendents,  and  one  eacli  auctioneer,  accountant,  baker,  banker, 
book-keeper,  brick-layer,  brick-maker,  brass-finisher,  civil  engineer,  clergyman  and 
farmer,  college  professor,  editor,  engraver,  farmer  and  blacksmith,  farmer  and  car- 
penter, farmer  and  stone-mason,  finisher  and  dyer,  hotel-keeper,  horse-dealer,  in- 
ventor, law  student,  mechanic,  merchant  and  lumber-dealer,  paper-finisher,  police- 
man, printer,  postmaster,  seaman,  tin  and  coppersmith,  and  track-repairer.

Engaged  in  the 
livery  business  under  the  firm  name  of  Jones  &  Ackerman;  then  went  on  to  the 
stage-box,  driving  from  Portsmouth  to  Portland.  Upon  the  completion  of  the 
Eastern  Railroad  from  Boston  to  Portsmouth,  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  first 
conductors,  and  held  that  position  for  twelve  years,  retiring  to  go  into  the  express 
business  under  the  firm  name  of  Jackson  &,  Co.,  of  which  he  has  been  a  member 
thirty  years.
